indigent sufferers from unorganized districts and impov- 
erished municipalities are turned away from city hospitals 
unless their condition is so serious that it comes within the 
narrow category of being “emergent,” i.e. a case where 


the slightest delay would be f 


atal, 


Apparently it is true, as alleged, that cancer cases, axe 
wounds, tuberculosis: cases and such like “non-emergent” 


cases have been turned away. 


Sufferers have been denied 


relief, though humane members of the medical profession 
were prepared to perform surgical operations without 
charge, if the sufferers could secure admission to hospital. 


This is a condition that needs reform. 


Moved by articles 


in The Bulletin, the Executive Committee of the municipal 
districts association is to meet and discuss the situation in 


regard to these sufferers. 


The Bulletin does not in 


any degree reflect upon the 


hospital managements in refusing to give aid save in cases 


of emergency—least of all t 


o the Misericordia Hospital 


which so far as enquiry shows, has been particularly gen- 
erous in accepting indigent cases which had been refused 


by other institutions. 


The hospitals have heavy bills to meet. They have a 
right to expect that some authority or other will pay for 
the hospitalization of indigents. Their case is that where 
the indigent cannot produce an order from the municipality, 
they are obliged to refuse aid unless the patient is an 


emergency case. 


Chronic diseases and surgical cases are 


thus excluded from help. One superintendent even quotes 
a letter from provincial relief officials disavowing any 
financial responsibility for childbirth hospitalization to 
indigents coming from local improvement districts, though 
the state is dependent upon the supply of young lives. 


athe Bulletin makes a demand that the provincial gov- 


ernment cease “passing the 


buck” in these cases, and 


assumes responsibility for seeing that no sufferer who is 


both ill and penniless is denied 
This is a demand in which 


hospital aid.

‘Refused Entry Into Hospital Because They 
Could Not be Certified as “Emergent” 

| Cases-—Prompt Government 

Action is Needed

Recital in the pages of The Bulletin a couple of days 
ago of some of the urgent cases of indigent sick from the 


rural municipalities who have 


been denied hospitalization in 


|Edmonton hospitals because they had no certificate from 
their municipality and could not be certified as “emergent” 
cases, has had a quick reaction. 

The superintendents of two of the leading hospitals in 
the city have made public statements in which they admit 
that indigent sick have been denied hospital entry under the 


circumstances alleged. “ 


Invited by a journal obviously 
seeking a disclaimer to answer the 
question: “Did your hospital ever 
refuse treatment to an indigent sick 
| person?” Dr. A. F. Anderson, super- 
_intendent of the Royal Alexandra 
hospital, replied: “Oh, I suppose, but 
we have never refused an emerg- 
| ency case.” 

Upon the same question being 
| submitted to the superintendent of 
‘the University hospital, Dr. R. T. 
Washburn answered: “I would not 
say that we have not refused ad- 
mission to any sick, indigent persons 
seeking admission, but we have 
| never refused admission of a patient 
| who required immediate attention.” 

Both superintendents distinguish 
between the urgent case and the 
emergent case. They admit quite 
honestly that they have turned 
away sick, indigent persons whose 
! cases were not “emergent” or “im- 
mediate.” It was never charged 
| that emergent cases were not

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SURELY NOT THAT! 

Ottawa correspondents are already guessing 
what the new budget will be like. 

They have no anticipation that Mr. Rhodes 
will play Santa Claus on the non-expectant 
public and present us with a reduction of taxa- 
tion. On the contrary, they forbid any such 
hope, and tell us to reconcile ourselves before- 
hand to an increase in the taxes on tea, coffee, 
sugar and other necessities, They would deprive 
us even of the prospective consolation of seeing 
a heavier rate imposed upon the fortunate few 
who still gather in large incomes. These, it is 
said, are to escape the thumb-screw, 

It will be time enough to condemn such fur- 
ther necessity-taxation when it is introduced. 
Meantime the public must do the Minister the 
justice of declining to believe that he contem- 
plates any such outrage. 


A NATIONAL WORK DAY 

The western premiers at the conference at 
Victoria decided to concede to the Dominion the 
right to regulate hours of labor in these pro- 
vinces, If the cession is made real and agreed 
to by all the provinces, that will be important, 
since it will mean nation-wide uniformity as to 
the length of the working day, 


The decision itself is interesting as being one 
of the few times on record that two or more 
provinces ever agreed to concede anything to 
the Dominion authority except the privilege of 
getting them out of trouble. 

The Dominion has not yet secured the power 
to regulate hours of labor throughout Canada, 
and cannot secure it except by consent of all 
the provinces. That the consent will be forth- 
coming is by no means assured. 

The great industrial provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec in particular have yet to be heard 
from, Those are provinces which have been 
notable for taking power from the Dominion, 
not for surrendering power they held to the na- 
tional authority, and they are and always have 
been jealous of any change that might interfere 
with their industrial supremacy. It is to be 
hoped they will agree to this change, but that 
cannot be taken for granted,

RESTRAINED ENTHUSIASM 

Premier Bennett paused long enough in his 
trans-continental flight to tell a reporter at Cal- 
Bary he is “not averse” to a program of public 
works construction, but that “great caution” 
would be needed if anything of the kind were 
undertaken. “Full value must be obtained” for 
money spent on public works as a means of re- 
lieving unemployment. 

Whatever his faults, nobody can accuse our 
Premier of not being able to restrain his en- 
thusiasm for any and every sort of recovery 
effort, He “warms up” to that idea about the 
way a banker does in depression days when 
Someone asks him for a loan. As an example of 
Suppressed impulse this latest deliverance could 
hardly be beaten. If anyone can infer from it 
that the Government of Canada has any con- 
Struction program positively in mind he is a 
Super-seer, 

Less gifted souls can only note that the Pre- 
mier is “not averse” to such a proposal, provided 
“full value is obtained” for the money spent. 
Which seems to mean that if Canada is to have 
any large scale construction program some one 
else will have to supply the driving force, and 
“show” Mr. Bennett before-hand results to bal- 
ance the outlay, 

It would be interesting, and useful for pur- 
poses of calculation, to know how Mr. Bennett 
reasons that Canada is getting “full value” for 
the doles he is now handing out to people in 
liey of wage jobs on worth while public works 

Also whether his idea of “full value” means 
road work at twenty cents a day plus board. If 
that is the kind of construction program to 
which he would be “not averse,” the subject 
may as well be dropped. That kind of “c mploy- 
ment” is one degree less creditable to the coun- 
try than the dole, and just about as hopeless as 
an aid to recovery,

The war will go on. The League of Nations 


will do nothing to stop it—nothing in the way of 


the only sort of intervention that could stop it. 
If Paraguay’s ports were occupied by foreign 
war-ships, and a foreign army marched half- 
way across the continent strong cnough to bring 
both countries to time, a peace of force could of 
course be established—and would last until the 
foreign troops and war-ships departed, 

That will not happen, But something of the 
kind would have been due to happen if the 
League had been made the super-power that 
was suggested when it was formed, and for 
which certain clauses in its covenant were 
drafted. The original notion was that the 
League should be empowered, and bound, to call 
upon member-nations to put ships and troops 
at its disposal with which it could force peace 
upon belligerents who refused to listen to its 
counsels, 

It would cost something to send an expedi- 
tionary force to stop the fighting in the heart of 
South America, and the intervening nations 
would have had to share the cost in lives and 
money. The country in dispute is not worth the 
price. If Paraguay and Bolivia are foolish 
enough to fight each other for it, they should be, 
as they will be, left to provide the victims and 
foot the bill. 

It is fortunate that the dream of making the 
League a super-state and regulator of all na- 
tions turned out to be only a dream. Canada has 
neither men nor money to waste in settling the 
fate of the Gran Chaco.

The Passing Show

This category doesn’t in- 
clude the investment bankers 
and other financial thimble- 
riggers who plucked fortunes 
out of trusting dupes and then 
in turn defrauded the treasury 
out of its share of their 
dishonest gains. Defrauding

any more heinous than defrauding trusting 
clients by rigging the market for worthless 
securities (?), The state however, has weapons 
of offense and defence against financial buc- 
caneers that the private citizen lacks. Appar- 
ently these are going to be strengthened and 
put into force. Said Roosevelt: 


“(business) practises have been brought 

to light which have shocked those who be- 

lieved that we were, in the past generation, 
raising the ethical standards of business. 

They call for stringent preventive or reg- 

ulative measures. 

“I am speaking of those individuals who 
have evaded the spirit and purpose of our 
tax laws, of those high officials of banks or 
corporations who have grown rich at the 
expense of their stockholders or the public, 
or those reckless speculators with their own 
or other people’s money whose operations 
have injured the values of the farmers’ 
crops and the savings of the poor. 

The new Securitles Act will prevent in 
United States any such ruination of industries 
and inflation of prices for everyday needs as 
we in Canada have seen in the pulp and paper 
and cement industries. It will make the invest- 
ment world safe for democracy, and prevent 
buccaneering financiers from using people's 
bank deposits and policy holders’ funds to buy 
up basic industries and shackle them with 
liability to pay perpetual interest on billions 
of re-promotion profits. These financial free- 
booters have actually enslaved the masses of 
relatively poor people by borrowing their 
accumulated funds. Savings put by for the 
proverbial rainy day or for insurance protec- 
tion against old age have been used to fasten 
upon the back of the subscribers, liability to 
pay interest on billions of dollars worth of 
“water” in recapitalized industries. 


The steps President Roosevelt may take to 
make these financial leaches disgorge some, of 
their predaceous gains for the relief of taxes, 
will be watched with interest in Canada. Some 
of those who have by questionable methods 
amassed enormous fortunes have admitted that 
their knavery included “subsidiaries” in Can- 
ada for income tax exemption purposes, and 
that they defrauded the Canadian income tax 
authorities too. The ways of these financial 
buccaneers are more devious than that of the 
American bootleggers, who after paying pro- 
tection money to crooked officials would 
estimate their illegal profits and make out an 
income tax return, frankly describing their 
occupations as “Bootlegger.” 

He is a very simple man who thinks that 
no rich men in Canada have defrauded the 
income tax officials by concealing their true 
income. Sir Thomas White's issues of tax free 
Victory Bonds gave the war profiteers a legal 
way of escaping assessments laid upon their 
humble employees. Since then, the bearer 
bond has been used as an illegal method for 
rich men to escape paying taxes. Some of 
those who have resorted to this form of rich 
man’s fraud most likely got their added pound 
of flesh by keeping their bonds in New York 
for collection, and exacting the American 
premium. Two-thirds of all the “bearer” bonds 
issued by the Dominion never figure in income 
tax returns. 

If all men were honest, the income tax 
would be the fairest of all taxes. As it is, it 
is a tax upon the salaried class. The salarist 
can not evade it. Employers must make a 
sworn return of salaries paid. The rich man 
with a fortune in bearer bonds finds it an easy 
enough tax to evade. It would arouse some 
comment if the list of tax returns were made 
public each year, I know the surprise 1 got 
when by accident I saw the return of a well- 
known multi-millionaire and found I was pay- 
ing more on my meagre salary than he on his 
vast wealth and grandiose scale of living. 

President Roosevelt has set a new fashion 
in seeking not only protection for the investor 
but a means of making the rich man pay on 
the basis of his actual income, Verily a Daniel 
has come to judgment. 


And now comes U. 8S, Senator Huey P. 
(Kingfish) Long, Democrat from Louisiana, 
with a bill to pension everyone at sixty. It 
proposes to prohibit anyone from receiving an 
income of more than a million a year, from 
inheriting more than $5,000,000, or possessing 
more than $50,000,000. All the surplus is to go 
to the treasury. In the present frame of mind 
of the American legislators and people, it has a 
chance of success. What would be the fate of 
such a bill in the Canadian Commons? It's 
fate in the Senate isn't open to question. 

The Kingfish is not one of my heroes, and 
I wonder if his new bill has anything to do 
with his impending exclusion from the Social 
Register. The Kingfish beat the Social Reg- 
isterites to it by requesting withdrawal from 
the Blue Book when he heard he was to be 
dropped, Then he gave a typical statement to 
the press explaining his strategy, saying:

Near Sightedness 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


A late magazine article says that many of the 
popular motion picture stars wear glasses to 
correct nearsightedness during the time they 
are not before the camera. It is said young 
women in Holiywood are making it fashionable 
to wear glasses as nearsightedness is now 
thought to make a girl more 
glamorous and _ fascinating. 
The interesting explanation 
of the reason why the near- 
sighted girl seems to attract 
men is given in the fact that 
she opens her eyes wide to let 
in more light and this makes 
the eyes seem larger, also she 
leans close to the person near 
her in an effort to see and this 
conveys the impression that 
she is greatly interested in 
what he is saying. 

Even though I doubt if the nearsighted 
person possesses any greater appeal for a 
member of the opposite sex than is held by a 
person with normal eyesight, I approve of the 
article because it so strongly stresses the fact 
that the nearsighted person needs to wear 
glasses. Any popular article along this line 
which will help to make the nearsighted person 
wish to take good care of his or her eyes with 
properly fitted glasses would win from me 
my sincerest praise. 

Undoubtedly, there are many young women 
who need glasses but who hesitate to wear them. 
As a result they continue to tire their eyes and 
run a danger of making their defect worse, 
by not wearing glasses, which in many cases 
would be of the greatest help to them. The 
nearsighted person without glasses is forced to 
squint in order to see things far away and this 
squinting habit gives the face a frowning ex- 
pression that is not pleasing and may be the 
direct cause of early wrinkles. 

The medical name for nearsightedness or 
shortsightedness is myopia. When a _ near- 
sighted person tries to look at an object far 
away he is unable to see it clearly and it 
appears blurred and indistinct. In times the 
patient learns to narrow the eyes when look- 
ing in the distance which gives the effect of 
looking through slits, and in this way he may 
be able to see better. In severe cases, every- 
thing farther away than a few feet runs to- 
gether in a blur. In the average case, the near- 
sighted person has no trouble in seeing things 
close to him and for this reason there is a very 
great temptation for him to spend all of his 
spare time in such pursuits as reading rather 
than in the more active out-door sports. 

Most cases of myopia develop during child- 
hood before the age of 16, after which time the 
nearsightedness increases at a rather slow rate. 
Children should have their eyes tested in order 
to find out if they are nearsighted and the 
child with this trouble will do much better 
work in school after the eyes are fitted with 
glasses to correct the defect. 

Although the nearsighted tendency may de- 
velop slowly after the age of 20, as it increases, 
the eyes begin to tire easily and after the con- 
dition has been neglected for too long a time, 
certain changes take place in the inside of the 
eye and it is then much harder to find glasses 
which will help the patient to see. In the later 
stages of advanced cases such eye conditions as 
the following may occur: hemorrhaging or 
bleeding of the retina, detachment of the retina 
and the development of floating opacities in the 
xitreous body of the eye. I mention these be- 
cause I have been receiving a large number 
of letters dealing with just such conditions. 

There is a special kind of nearsightedness 
which occurs in old people in which they sud- 
denly find they are able to see close work, In 
such cases they may believe they are getting 
their “second sight’; however, I would advise 
that they have the cyes examined as this con- 
dition may be a sign that they are in danger 
of having a cataract form. 

If you find it difficult to see anything far 
away from you, I would suggest that you fol- 
low the example of the stars in Hollywood and 
have your eyes fitted with glasses. The good 
results to be gained by such a step are: You 
will begin to see clearly, you will do better 
work and make fewer mistakes, you will avoid 
the embarrassment of not being able to recog- 
nize people until they are very close to you, 
and you will feel more secure in every way 
when your vision is normal. Another important 
benefit is that you save your eyesight.

ager of the Canadian Bank of | 


Commerce, delivered at the 
annual meeting of share- 
holders at Toronto: 

The strong financial position 
of the bank shown last year 
has been well maintained. Our 
liquid assets of $306,000,000 are 
somewhat lower in amount 
than a year ago, but they 
represent a higher ratio to total 
liabilities to the public, name- 
ly, 58 per cent. Cash reserve 
aggregating about $60,000,000 
are in excess of 11 per cent 
of those liabilities 

The increased investment by 
banks in government securities 
has not been due to choice, but 
a diminished demand for 
credit. When, with revival of 
trade, credit is sought more 
eagerly, the short-term secur- 
ities held by the banks will be 
falling due, and the enlarged 
needs of borrowing customers 
will be met without financial 
unsettlement. 

Our current Joans stand at 
$228,000,000, as compared with 
$246,000,000 a year ago, 
Changes under other headings 


to 


of the assets side of the state- 
ment are relatively slight and 
require no special comment. 
On the side of liabilities, de- 
posits by the public and bal- 
ances due to other banks show 
a decline of $18,000,000 during 


the year. 

The principal causes of this 
reduction are the investment 
by depositors in the recent 


issue of Dominion government 
bonds and the repatriation to 
the United States of temporary 
deposits—mainly funds of cor- 
porations — accumulated in 
Canada when our dollar stood 
at a discount with the Amer- 
ican dollar and withdrawn 
upon appreciation of the 
former over the latter. 

Deposits bearing interest 
aggregate $352,300,000 and 
non-interest bearing deposits 
$94,700,000, as compared with 


$379,100,000 and $90,800,000 
respectively in our previous 
Statement. 


The cause of business de- 
pression is not to be found in 
interest rates, but in the slower 
movement of commodities and 
the severe reduction in prices. 
The law of supply and demand 
still determines the levels of 
world prices and of business 
activity. 


Hypochondria 


Are we all in danger of be- 


coming hopeless, permanent 
hypochondriacs? 

Hypochondria is 
disease — the world’s worst 


mental scourge. And this 
dread “condition” is spreading 
—indeed has already spread— 
in epidemic form to all parts of 
the world. 

The disease appears to have 
become particularly virulent in 
Canada. Every second person 
one meets is a hypochondriac 
in one form or another. The 
large majority of course, are 
economic hypochondriacs; but 
there are also other forms— 
political, monetary, disarm- 
ament, war—and in December 
we were all climatic hypo- 
chondriacs—until the January 
thaw came along! 

Of course, this is treading on 
very dangerous ground. Hypo- 
chondria is a morbid state of 
depression for which there is 
no real cause. The subject is 
dangerous because none will 
deny there is at present very 
real cause for feeling morbidly 
depressed. One has only to re- 
member the lengthy unem- 
ployment relief list to realize 
that. For more than three years 
that list has been growing 
larger, and another new year 
is just beginning, bringing no 
real cause for hope that condi- 
tions will get any better. 

And yet, in spite of all this, 
is there real cause for Cana- 
dians to become hopelessly and 
permanently depressed? I

think not. Dean Inge does not 
think so. The “Gloomy” Dean 
declares Canada the one silver 
lining in a cloudy world, If 
that is “gloominess,” then give 
us gloom in preference to 
morbidity! 

Our Prime Minister appears 
to have become a permanent 
hypochondriac. One has only 
to listen to his depressing 
speeches to be quite sure of 
that. With this difference, the 
average hypochondriac will try 
any and every kind of “cure” 
for his “imaginary” ills. Our 
Prime Minister will try 
nothing. He has fallen into a 
state of hopelessness that is fast 
becoming contagious. 

Every Edmontonian who 
listened to Mayor Knott speak- 
ing over the network of the 
Radio Commission on Sunday 
will agree that, so far as this 
city is concerned, there is no 
real cause for morbidity, And 
that is true of every part of 
Canada, Every ‘province, city, 
town and district has similar 


cause for confidence in the 
future. 
All the country needs is a 


leader who is not suffering 
from permanent hypochondria, 
If 1934 is to see the terrible 
epidemic halted in this country, 
Canadians must demand a gen- 
eral election at once. ‘The 
longer this disease is allowed 
to flourish, the deeper it will 
take hold, and the consequences 
must, and will be fatal. And

Many readers ask for help regard- 
;ing various types of hair troulbes. 
receive letters from old and{ 
| young, and from both men and wo-} 


| men. Chief among these hair and 


| scalp problems appear to be thin- 
ning locks about the temples and, 
,;crown and a_ receding hairline. 

Some types of baldness and their 
causes and cures I have taken up 
| quite recently in my beauty col-| 
|umn, and I have several excellent 
leaflets on this subject. Today we 
shall discuss the dry scalp. 

Preventing loss of hair, perman- 
ently destroying excessive dandruff 
jand actually growing hair are prob- | 
| lems that have intrigued scientists 
}and physicians for many _ years. 
| Thousands of preparations have 
| been concocted and numberless de- 
| vices and machines have been in- 
vented’to help with this wide- 
| spread problem. | 

Loss of hair, premature baldness 
and thin hair are not always due 
to heredity, although some types of 
| baldness and scanty hair are in- 
| herited. Very often these conditions | 
| are due to nervous ailments, under- | 
| weight or diseases that destroy the 
| hair roots. Neglect of the scalp and | 
hair at an early age is often the be- 
|ginning of all scalp and hair 
| troubles, and this is frequently fol- 
| lowed by wrong local methods of 
caring for the hair. Neglect of the 
| nightly massage of the scalp and 
regular brushing is one of the chief 
causes. 
| The habit of dousing the hair 
| with water or using heavy grease or 
, oil to make it slick back are two of 
|the most deleterious makeshifts 
| These methods of grooming the 
hair prevent the natural oils from) 
| flowing through the hair shafts and 
| thus giving the hair follicles or 
| roots the proper food and lubricants 
so necessary to offset dryness and 
| brittleness, 

What happens to hair when its 
natural nourishing oils and the cir- 
culation has been interfered with 
from these or other causes? The 
outer surface of the hair splits or 
warps just as do the shingles of a 
roof after exposure to rain and 
hot sun. Very often the hair will | 
| break open far enough to allow the 
air to penetrate into the second 
layer, damaging the coloring fluid 
with the result that the hair turns 
prematurély gray, unless special 
scalp treatments and correct local | 
care are given, | 

Hair washed too frequently with 
unsuitable strong soaps and hard 
water will in time lose its health 
and vitality. Then there is failure 
to keep the scalp loose, allowing it 
to grow tfght upon the skull. The 
| wearing of improperly ventilated 
| hats which exclude light and air, 
and of tight hat bands, interferes 
with the blood supply. The too fre- 
quent and ignorant use of hot 
curling irons, together with the use 
of preparations containing high 
percentages of alcohol and the use 
of heavy oils of uncertain content 
are other causes, 

According to well-known hair 
stylists and scalp specialists, it is 
far better to use a light-weight oil | 
or cream in stick form to apply to| 
the hair before brushing or mas- | 
saging, than to coat the scalp with 
heavy pomades like those used in| 
former days to dress or fix the hair 
Proper scalp massage and daily 
brushing of the hair, together with 
a little of the oily dressing, will! 
keep the dry scalp in good condi- 
tion.

| Trustees Lack Power to 
| Agree to Health Amal- 


gamation 


Having obtained legal opinion on 
| the question of the amalgamation 
of health services, the Edmonton 
Public School Board, at Tuesday's 
meeting, found that it had not the 
power to turn over the operation of 
its health services to the 
Health Board and voted to advise 
the health board to this effect. 

The board's solicitors, referring to 
ss. (b) of section 120 and section 
| 122 of the School Act, advised that 
under these sections .the school 
board appeared to have ample au- 


| thority to provide its present medi- | 


cal services but, excepting the 
power to delegate to the local Board 


of Health the employment of a phy-! 


sician, there was no express power 
to delegate to another body the dis- 
cretionary powers of the board to 
undertake and carry on its medical 
services. Without such power the 
board cannot delegate its authority. 


NO LEGAL POWER 


“We are therefore of the opinion,” ; 


the solicitors stated, “that as the 
proposed amalgamation amounts to 
a delegation of your statutory pow- 
ers to provide medical services, 
your board has no legal authority 
for entering into such an agree- 
ment.” 


Referring to the form of ballot} 


used in the plebiscite, the solicitors 
felt that there was no legal ques- 
tion involved, but suggested that 
the ballot might have misled the 
voters in leading them to think that 
the medical services are now being 
performed jointly by the two school 
boards and the local board of 
health. They felt it might have 
been fairer if the wishes of the 
supporters of each board had been

VIENNA, Jan. 10.—With two regi- 
ments of Fascist Heimwehr mobil- 
ized to curb disorders in Vienna, 
and 10,000 other homeguardsmen 
called to arms in the provinces 
radical demands were voiced again 
at Heimwehr leaders’. conference 
yesterday for the immediate inaug- 
uration of a 100 per cent Fascist re- 
gime. 

Although the home guard has 
been armed for duty as auxiliary 
police to suppress the “Nazi terror 
and propaganda,” their radical lead- 
ers aim at the suppression of poli- 
tical parties “and all that smells of 
democracy and corruption,” wheth- 
er inside or outside Chancello 
Dollfuss’ patriotic front. 

Meanwhile, bomb explosions in 
Innsbruck, Bregnenz, Salzburg 
Vienna and other cities barked de- 
fiance at the five-foot chancellor, 
whose cabinet warned that Nazi 
terrorism must cease.
